WOT OM/IOIENCE MAY COME TO WILLIAMS 


An Outbreak of Crime Keeps 


Officers Busy for Two 


Evenings. 


SALOON ROW SATURDAY NIGHT 


Italian Stabbing Affray Sunday Night. 


Man Charged With Breaking and 


Entering. Fighters Arrested. 


The Stabbers Escape. 


Looking for Them. 


Tbe police bad considerable business to 


attend to Saturday ar;d Sunday nights in 
addition to the usual list of drunks. 


The first excitement occurred Saturday 


night soon after 10 o'clock, when there 
was a lively fight In Cavanaugh's aaloon 
on Main street, A large crowd gathered 
in front of the saloon, it being estimated 
that there were 300 persons there. Gap- 
tain Farrow and Officers Scully and Uo- 
sasco hurried to the place as soon as they 
learned of the disturbance, but the fight 
wasover before they arrived. The officers 
dispersed the crowd and got th« namei 
of the men engaged in the fight, and Sun- 
day night four of tbe six, Thomas Stew- 
art, Thomas Dillon, Thomas O'Brien and 
John Cunningham, were arrested. James 
aud Henry Cody, who were alsa in the 
scrape, appeared at court voluntarily this 
morning, having learned that they were 
wanted. 


All were charged with disturbing the 


peace. Thomas O'Brien and Henry Cody 
pleaded guilty and the others pleaded not 
guilty, saying they were simply trying to 
stop the fight. O'Brien said ha was at- 
tacked by Cody without provocation and 
that he was knocked down while trying 
to defend himself. In the melee he could 
not tell who hit him. Ib was a noisy and 
disgraceful row, but no one was badly 
hurt, one or two black eyes being about 
the only evidence of violence noticeable 
this morning. O'Brien and Henry Cody 
were fined $10 each and the complaints 
against the other men were not pressed. 


SUtlinit Stabblus AffVn). 


It was reported to Captain Farrow San- 


day night at 10.30 o'clock by Officer Rosas- 
co that an Italian had been stabbed on 
State street. The captain and Officer 
Kosaseo went to the place aud found 
George Vicari in a small room at 84 State 
street, bleeding and suffering from three 
wounds that looked like knife cuts. The 
young man complained of great pain un- 
der the ribs caused by a small, deep cut 
between the ribs about four inches below 
the nipple of tbe left breast. There w 
a larger slash on the left arm just above 
the elbow, and another on the back at the 
shoulder blade. Dr. Dewey was called as 
speedily as possible and dressed the man's 
wounds which are not considered danger-

Vicari charged Joseph and Peter Ga- 


rello with the assault, which he and his 
friends say was unprovoked. He says he 
and his friends stood on the street talking 
and laughing when suddenly some mei 
came out of a house near by under the 
impression that tbe men on the street 
were having fun at their expense. Vicari 
nays that be ran after being struck and 
that he was stabbed while running. 


Tbe accused men have not yet been 


found and Chief Kendall thinks they have 
left tbe city. He has notified the officers 
in all the neighboring towns and cities 
md the fugitives will doubtless be arrest- 
ed. They are brothers aud are described 
as follows: Peter, 13 years, 140 pounds, 5 
feet 5, dark complexion, black eyes, dark 
suit, soft hat; Joseph, 24 years, 140 pounds, 
5 feet 71, fair complexion, brown eyes, 
imooth face, gray suit, speaks good Eng- 
lish.

At a cabinet council held yesterday 


afternoon at his lesidenct, Senor 
Can- 


ovas, the premier, announced that the 
queen regent had renewed his powers 
and those of the cabinet In terms most 
nattering to htm and to all his colleagues. 


It is understood that the government 


does not contemplate any immediate 
change In the supreme commamd in 
Cuba. 


The surprise and displeasure of the 


various sections of the opposition are 
not easy to describe. 


The solution of the crisis is a ganeral 


surprise, as much, perhaps, in minis- 
terial ranks as in the world at large. It 
was thought, not without reason, that 
the consuls of the higher military au- 
thorities, as represented by Marshal 
Campos, Marshal Blanco ana Marshal 
Dominguez, would hare inclined the 
'crown toward a radical and distinct 
change of policy in the Cuban cam- 
paign. 


This idea was especially prevalent as 


Senor Canovas has himself admitted 
that, both as regards" reforms and the 
conduct of the war by Captain General 
•Weyler, his own hopes and ^aspirations 


ave scarcely bC4-n fulfilled. 
The only explanation Is that the first 


thought of the premier Is to vindicate 
his amour oropre so far as the Liberals 
Jare concerned, and when this is estab- 
lish&d to find occasion at*an early date 
so to modify the cabinet as to satisfy 
tbe Liberals and to terminate the dead- 
lock before the rortes reassembles, which 
will probably not be for several months. 
It can hardly be doubted that the modi- 
fication would include the replacing of 
Captain General Weyler by some other 
commander. 


NEWS CONFIRMED. ^ 


Washington, June 7.—Spanish min- 


ister Dupuy DP Lome yesterday re- 
ceived a cablegram announcing the re- 
sult of the queen's decision In the matter 
«f the Spanish premier and cabinet min- 
isters, who recently tendered their resig- 
nations.

SULTAN A SCHEMER. 


London, June 7.—The correspondent of 


The Standard at Constantinople says: 
Acting upon the advice of Xzzet Bey the 
BUltan is leaving the peace negotiations 
wholly In the hands of his ministers, 
thus evading personal responsibility, 
and placing himself In a position to sac- 
rifice them to popular indignation if 
necessary. It Is reported that the pal- 
ace party has entered into extensive 
stock exchange' operations on the theory 
that the market will show a rise as the 
prospects of peace increase. The Otto- 
man ambassador at St. Petersburg has 
informed the porte that Count Nura- 
vleft', the Russian foreign minister, told 
he personally objected-to Russian Inter- 
vention on behalf of Greece, and had 
counteracted the feminine Intrigues 
stjirted with that object, but the holy 
aynod Induced tire czar to intervene. 


SCORCHER KILLED. 


Providence, June 7.—Austin SchifC, 23 


years of age, was almost instantly killed 
while "scorching" on Elmwood avenue 
yesterday afternoon. 
At the top of a 


hill he commenced racing with an elec- 
tric car, and when about half way down 
one of his pedals broke. 
He took a 


terrible header and struck the ground 
•\vlth such force that his skull was frac- 
tured. 
He was picked up unconscious 


and died 16 minutes afterward from 
concussion of the brain. 


BOSTON'S DEBT INCREASING. 


Boston, June 7.—The annual report 


•)f City Auditor Dodge, which is now in 
the- hands of the printer, shows that the 
city's fund-ed debt has steadily increased, 
now Amounting to $49.993,326, on which 
the annual Interest is 52,082,000. The 
Cochltuate water debt is $18,261,000; in- 
terest on the same, $877,000. The total 
debt payments of the past fiscal year 
were $2.038,974, The sinking funds ag- 
gregate $24,234,566.

At the proper lime, however, influence 
was brought to bear on them, and then 
two of the ablest of the politicians of 
North Adams went to Pittsfleld and 
talked constitutional law to the delegates 
there in such a way that they saw that 
slates would be broken for 5 ears to come 
unless Mr. Wright was given active help 
j»nd the Berkshire delegation kept in 
1 re. 
It was not until then that the Berk- 
shire supporters of Senator Malone of 
Greenfield held consultations with him 
over the telephone and he withdrew hia 
nami. At that time ho had 69 delegates 
pledged to bis support where 100 were 
necessary to nominate 
It will be something entirely new m this 
section if a congressman living here can 
be dropped and another man of the same 
party and living in. the same city selected 
as bis successor. 
There is no question but that Judge 
Lawrence would like to represent the 
district in eongeess. Since his election as 
senator it is held that he has shown con- 
stant growth, and he is one of the men 
who can be genial and popular without 
loss of self respect or dignity. 


No one knows what the plans of Sena- 
tor Lawrence are If he desires to return 
again to the senate, the wav is clear, al- 
though he has held the office for three 
years, and the unwritten law bos been

was held in the Baptist church Sunday 
ivening. The church was well filled,

Daniel Clare, the young man who ia 


•emporarily supplying the Baptist pulpit, 
was the first and chief speaker of the 
irening. His address was a really elo- 
quent appeal for men to align themselves 
on the aide of God in the great temper- 
ance struggle. Mr. Clare pictured the great- 
ness of the evil—its numberless victims 
itrewlng all the shores of time. He dwelt 
especially ot the great numbers arrayed in 
he liquor busiaesa;560tOD01iquor m«n inthe 
United States always active in their work 


f destruction. The awful traffic of Eug- 
.audand America in liquors was referred 
o,—especially the traffic carried on with 
Barbarous and semi-barbarous people of the 
East. The way in which every individual 
could help the temperance cause was by 
itrict total abstinence. That is the only 
safe ground. God could help all to be 
rescued from the power of intemperance, 
and God'a power alone could often ac- 
complish this result. All were asked to 
come out on God's side in putting down 
he awful curse. 
Q. A. Archer was next called upon to 


speak, and he said that he would apeak of 
the economics of "the moderate drinker." 
He spoke of a new loom that would de- 
prive many weavers of work, needing 
only a boy to feed in the cotton. The 
problem of living has become much 
harder because of new inventions, Ac- 
cordingly economy is more necez"«.ry to 
all workmen. The moderate drinking 
workman, who takes a little drink every 
day and is not considered a drunkard. 
The habit grows on him. He gets mar- 
ried, has children, and yet finds nothing 
bayed, although he is still only a "moder- 
ate drinker." The part of his wages that 
should bave been savings dribble into 
North Adams saloons, whose owners 
flourish and can send their children to 
school while the "moderate drinker's" 
children are in the mill as soon as the law 
allows. 
Mr. Archer cited the case of 


other men in the Blackinton mills who 
had not drank, and had retired from work 
on a competence. The contract teaches 
its own lesson. Mr. Hopkins, who is now 
such a traveler, was cited as such a one. 
Mr. Archer in closing favored a vote for 


license and 
the use of personal 


influence. 


Dr. George W. Brown apofce briefly. 


He would like to speak to three men: 
(1.) 
The strong drinker; he had a chance 


to be saved, not an even chance, but he 
should begin to stop drinking at once, 
and help to save the next man. (2.) The 
man who drinks aome; he never knows 
his danger; he is liable to shipwreck; he is 
hurt before he knows it. (3.) The man 
who don't drink at all, yet keeps silent, 
does nothing for temperance. This man 
should ai ray himself at once on the tem- 
perance side and show his colors.

York. They are as follows in gallons; 
Beer (domestic), 538,682,857; beer (im- 
ported), 3,300,531; whiskey (exclusive of 
quantity used in arts), 270,000,000; wines 
(domestic), 29,199,514; wine (importea), 
20,530,930; grand total, 861,693,832. Con- 
sumption per capita for 71,000,000 people, 
spirit, 1 gallon; wines 26-100 gallon, beer, 
15.10 gallons.

NOT A WiSE LEGISLATURE. 


Criticism of the General Court and a 


North Adams Member. 


The Sunday Springfield^ Republican 


took occasion to comment adversely on 
the present legtolature's work, and in do- 
ing so spoke of C. Q. Richmond of this 
city in a way that will not probably en- 
large his bump of self esteem, nor make 
bim feel that a recent- utterance of hie 
fttruok the Republican editor "wliere he 
lived." The Republican aaid: 


The legislature is likely to conclude its 
labors this week and submit its record for 
the consideration of the people. It will be 
a grievous one for the thoughtful taxpayer 
to contemplate. The aeaaion opened with 
talk about economy, and there was some 
watchfulness exercised over small salary 
bills, but hie; appropriations have had the 
riffhfcofway, the greaterthe sum involved 
the easier the passage of the measure. The 
house hau been stronger than the eenate 
in debating power, but it will remain to 
be written that great corporate measures 
have carried the day in both branches. 
It is true iu Massachusetts as in the na- 
tion that more and more the people are 
compelled to look to the exercise of the 
veto power in the hands of a strong execu- 
tive as their protection aguinst ill-advised 
legislation. This is especially the case when 
the log rcliingofgrabbinginterestscarries 
the day in the legislature or in congress. 
The most convincing arguments are power- 
less against tbe grab spirit when its issues 
aro pooled, after the frank fashion set 
forth by Representative Richmond of 
North Adams when Boston's dock scheme 
was under consideration. "Howcan West- 
ern Massachusetts, which has had the big 
highway appropriation, secured the Hoo- 
sac tunnel and expects to profit by the 
mill school tax, oppose the Hub in this 
thing?" asked the Berkshire member. 
The line of argument is vicious in the ex- 
treme, but it avails in this sordid age.
